The-news is taken here to 
mean that'the town has been reoccu- 
pied by tie force the withdrawal of 
which was announced in April when 
the Russians said that all the troops 
except the men necessary for the po- 
lice guard had been removed. 


The Russian proceedings at New; 


Chwang are attributed here to China's 
refusal to comply with the demands 
which "Russia recently- submitted. 


The Chinese ambassador here in an 


interview is-quoted as saying he has 
not received official confirmation of 
the Russian- action at New. Chwang. 
If true, he added, itmeans that Rus- 
sia will eventually occupy the whole 
province, and though China is not 
prepared for war, she. will probably 
resent any attempt to do this. 


REPORTS ARE CONFIRMED. 


Washington, May 8.—The state de- 


partment has received official con- 
firmation from its agents in China of 
the increase of the Russian garrison 
in New-Chwang, Manchuria, and 
there is reason to believe, if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt approves that it is 
preparing to take vigorous steps in 
the matter. 


Secretary Hay is in communication 


with President Roosevelt in Califor- 
nia and upon the latter's decision the 
secretary's course will depend. It is 
stated that the depatment has had its 
patience taxed by the course of events 
in Manchuria and that it now con- 
templates a more radical step than 
any which has heretofore marked-the 
negotiations between the powers on 
this subject. The proposed step con- 
templates joint action by Japan, Eng- 
land and the United States. Preced- 
ing negotiations have been hampered 
by the inability of the United States 
to act'jointly with other nations with- 
out violating its traditions, but it is 
now hinted that some plan of .co-op- 
eration with England and Japan may 
be devised which will have the effect 
of convincing the Russian 
govern- 


ment of the united determination of 
the three nations to insist upon Rus- 
sia's evacuation of Manchuria, while 
not actually committing the United 
States to a formal alliance.

the Northern Indiana Fraternal Con- 
gress of the Tribe of Ben-Hur.

delivered an address this morning on 
"Shall We Support a Grand Body in 
the Several .States?" 
Mr. Baker

affirmative side of the proposition, 
and holding that the business of the 
order which is growing very rapid- 
ly could be more cxpeditiously hand- 
led by organizing it into state juris- 
dictions subordinate to the supreme 
temple.

Murray confesses to shooting 
the pheasant, but says that he killed 
it on the first day of June, 1901.

William D. Baker, of Monroe- 


ville, Expires at St Jo- 


seph's Hospital 


LONG A LEADING CITIZEN 


Prominent Pioneer Who Twice 


Held Office Under Pres- 


ident Cleveland, 
. 


"William D. Baker, of Monroeville, 


a pioneer of Allen county and for 
many years one of its most promi- 
nent citizens, died at 4:30 o'clock this 
morning at St. Joseph's hospital at 
the age of 67 years. 


Death was due to cancer 
of the 


stomach, and it came as the termin- 
ation of an illness of five months' 
duration. 
But little more than a 


week ago Mr. Baker was brought to 
this city and placed in the hospital 
to undergo a surgical operation in the 
hope of prolonging his life. The dis- 
ease, however, had progressed to a 
stage where the effort was fruitless, 
and he slowly declined until the end 
came this morning. Mr. Baker was 
very widely known, particularly in 
the eastern part of the county, and 
his death will be sincerely mourned 
by a very wide circle of friends. He 
was a brother of the late Sylvanus F. 
Baker, former county commissioner. 


Mr. Baker was born in Stark coun- 


ty, Ohio, April 10, 1836. His father, 
John Baker, was a carpenter, but in 
1840 the family removed to Allen 
county, purchased a tract of land in 
Monroe township, and took up the 
work of clearing the land to engage 
in agricultural pursuits. The father 
was a prominent pioneer of that sec- 
tion of the county, and the son was 
reared upon the. farm. In 1869, the 
son removed.to Monroeville and en- 
gaged in the grocery and provision 
business with his brother and a Mr. 
Schell, under the firm name of Schell, 
Baker & Co, In 1871, Mr. Baker 
purchased the interest of Mr. Schell, 
and in 1874, bought out his brother, 
continuing the business 
until the 


election of Cleveland to' the presi- 
dency. 


President Cleveland" appointed Mr. 


Baker clerk of the territorial court 
•at Caledonia, Dakota, and he held this 
position four years, then returned to 
Monroeville and re-engaged in busi- 
ness. 
Upon the second election of 


Mr. Cleveland Mr.' Baker -was ap- 
pointed postmaster at Monroeville, 
and served four years in this capac- 
ity. In 1873, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the board of town trustees at 
Monroeville, a place which he held 
for many years. Since Ms retirement 
from the postmastership, Mr. Baker

Snn Francisco, May 8.—Frederick 


S. Stratton, collector of the port, re- 
turned from a tour of the orient to- 
day. 


Mr. Stratton in discussing his trip 


said: 


"The bozer movement in China has 


been greatly exaggerated, although 
the disaffection certainly exists and 
may break into flame at any mo- 
ment.

"I went out opposed to the mission-

America leads all others in philan- 
thropic and religious work in the ori- 
ent and the results, v/hile slow, arc 
in my opinion sure, and the founda- 
tion is being splendidly laid. Com- 
mercially speaking, the missionaries 
are the advance agents for American 
commercial enterprises. 


"I return a very strong advocate 


of Chinese exclusion. The Chinese, if

or binder twine remaining in the 
same after being manufactured. 


It seems that the very smallest par- 


ticle of binder twine, if it escapes the 
eye of the sorter and'is allowed to 
pass through with the wool 
goes 


through the entire system of. comb- 
ing, drawing and spinning into the 
cloth in such manner as to make it 
almost impossible to pick it out after 
the cloth is finished without tearing 


the threads of wool surrounding it. 
It is well to note also that binder 
twine, being made of vegetable fibre 
will not take the dye which is pre- 
pared for the wool and on this ac- 
count the cloth when colored will 
show every particle of binder twine 
practically in its natural color. On 
this account the defect is so apparent 
that heavy discounts are suffered by 
the manufacturer. 


All this trouble, expense and dis- 


count to the manufacturer can be 
avoided if the farmers will only use 
a wool twine which is sufficiently 
closely twisted so that it will not al- 
low any of the fibre to break off and 
adhere to the wool. It is exceedingly 
important to the wool growers of In- 


diana that they take .action at once 
along this line and prevent this part 
of the state from getting a reputation 
that will do us great injury and aTso 
work great hardship to the dealers 
who handle the wool.

Loring Swope was 
badly burned about the face, head 
and hands while on the roof of a 
building fighting flames. Charles 
Fadely was injured severely by fall- 
ing timbers when his building col- 
lapsed.

THE BOSTON STOKE. 


MISTAKE WAS COSTLY. 


When, back in 1811, John Jacob 


Astor, with his Pacific Fur company, 
established the trading post of As- 
toria, at the mouth of the Columbia, 
he took a step which, if followed up 
by the support that he had a right 
to expect from the United States gov > 
eminent, would soon have given this 
country possession of all the terri- 
tory on the Pacific coast up to Rus- 
sia's colony of Alaska, which came 
to us through purchase in 1867, and 
thus have shut England and Canada 
out of access to the great ocean, says 
Leslie's Weekly. 


Denied by President Madison the 


•slight measure of military aid which 
he asked for the defense of his post 
on the Pacific in the war of 1812-15 
with England, and with his appeal to 
the same president 
for letters of 


marque to equip an armed vessel at 
his own expense to defend the mouth 
of the Columbia ignored, Mr. Astor 
lost his post, which was sold by his 
treacherous 
British 
subordinates; 


who were temporarily in control in 
1813, to Canada's Northwest 
Fur 


company for a third of its value, anc 
the place was captured by a British 
war vessel shortly afterward. In the 
settlement at the close of the war the 
place -was given back to the Ameri- 
cans, but here again Madison, anc 
subsequently Monroe, denied to Mr 
Astor the protection of the few sol 
diers which he asked, and he declined 
to re-establish the post. 


This lack of courage and foresight 


on the part of these two presidents in 
this case was fatal to American inter- 
ests on the Pacific. Here are some 
of the things which would have come 
to pass had Mr. Astor been sustained 
by the government: He could easily 
have held his ground against the 
Britsh warship which captured the 
post in 1813, and the transfer to the 
Canadian company, which took place 
before the capture, -would have been 
averted. With the advantage of his 
sea basa p.nd his Russian affiliations 
in Alaska, both of which had been 


f er of Alaska to us by Russia came— 
and it would have come earlier than 
1867 in that event—we would hav 
had an. unbroken stretch of territor 
from the north border of Mexico u 
to beyond the Arctic circle.

iiust be a snap in Washington," re- 
marked a visitor to a resident official 
riend in the office of an up-town 
lotel this morning. "I would like 
o have the office 'tendered' to me. 
The alacrity with which I would 
accept the portfolio' would be aston- 
shing." 


"But there might be reasons why 


you would not accept," replied the 
ifflcial. 
"The position is very far 


:rom a snap, as you say, and I, be- 
ing a poor man, would, for one man 
in the capital, decline the honor, no 
matter how much I might secretly 
desire the office. 


"There is not a member of a cab- 


inet, with possibly an exception here 
and there, who gets out of the game 
for less than $20,000 a year and no 
one under $10,000 or $12,000. To 
properly maintain 
the position of 


cabinet officer, to live upon the sal- 
ary paid, would entail the practice 
of economy which would be quite 
unusual. 
A member of the house 


can live—and many practically do— 
xipon his mileage, but not a member 
of the cabinet upon his salary. 
I 


have known of many members of 
different cabinets 
who have spent 


from $30,000 to $150,000 a year. In 
the senate and house combined there 
are scores of men who have practi- 
cally no incomes other than their 
salary of 85,000 a year. These men 
work 
for what may be 
properly 


termed their wages. 


"Cabinet officers do not work for 


theiv salaries; 
they merely accept 


what the congress decided a century 
or two ago, in stage-coach days, to 


adequate compensation. The sal- 


ary of the office did not enter into 
their 
calculations in 
ninety-nine 


cases out of 100 when their portfolio 
•was tendered them. 


"When a cabinet officer is a wealthy 


man, as most of them usually are, 
they work for a variety of reasons. 
Some have wives who have social am- 
bitions and tastes which cannot be 
gratified in their former 
environ- 


ments. Others work for the personal 
pleasures, the privileges and the hon- 
ors the position bestows, the last'be- 
ing more or less passed down to their 
posterity. Others give up $100,000 
a year income, toil like messengers 
over their desks by day and eat of- 
ficial dinners at night for reasons 
past finding out 
Some believe, usu- 


ally erroneously, however, and occa- 
sionally correctly, that service in the 
cabinet may prove of future use to 
them in presidential conventions or 
in senatorial elections. Dozens of

Never 
use tlie brown soap, whleh contains rosin, 
for washing flannels, as It fills nnd knots 
tlie wool. For every two gallons of water 
add a tablespoonful of household ammonin. 
Tnke care that the water is no hotter than 
you can benr with your hand In It comfort- 
ably. 
Shake the blankets thoroughly to 


remove all dust. 
Then lay in the water 


and, 
after "sonslnj" them up and down a 


few times, let them soak for nn hour or 
two In the Buds. Any specially soiled spots 
should be removed before putting in the 
suds. For grease nse benzlue, and for stains 
n brnsh and board and soap nnd cold or 
lukewarm wnter. according to the nfiture of 
the stains. When the blankets have sonked 
enoush, begin washing in the strong suds, 
sopping and squeeKinir and lifting and drop- 
ping until the flirt Is removed. A strong 
man or wnmnn Is required to do this work 
thoroughly. When tlie blnnket looks clean, 
put Into a second lull containing light suds 
and borax or ammnnla in the same propor- 
tions as before, takluc special pains to have 
the water of the same temperature fls that 
In which the blankets have been washed. 
Repeat the sousing find pressing In the sec- 
ond suds. Then rinse in clear water of the 


same temperature. In wringing the blanketi 
fold and press looiely through, the wringer. 
On ao account twist or wring spirally. 
Hang on a Drin line la the shade, where 
dust or the direct ray» of the sun cannot 
reach them, using an abundance ot clothes-' 
piss to hold them in place. 


In bleaching Ilnea wring out of clear water 


nnd spread on the clean grass where thesua 
can strike it. As soon'as the article Is dry 
dampen again, using for this purpose an 
ordinary flower sprinkler. If there Is no 
danjer from thieves, leave out over night 
for the dew. A good, brisk shower Is also 
an advantage If the grass is thick enough to 
prevent the mud coming through or spat- 
tering.

troops were to have been withdrawn 
from New Chwang just one month 
ago today. It is understood, as a 
matter of fact, that some portion of 
the Russian 
force was withdrawn 


from the barracks in the city to tents 
outside. It is presumed from Pekin 
advices that these troops have now 
returned to the city. However, it is 
pointed out that Russia employed a 
saving clause in the promise to with- 
draw from Manchuria, the language 
being "provided, however, that the 
action of other powers shall not stand 
in the way." Russia, it is understood, 
now claims that this proviso 
was 


violated by Japan when she mobil- 
ized her fleet and otherwise showed 
signs of military preparation's which 
were construed as a menace to Rus- 
sia. 


WARNING IS SENT. 


Accompanying the news of the re- 


occupation of New Chwang comes a 
warning from our agents in China 
that the Russian attitude is injuring 
the chances of the treaty which Mr. 
Conger and Consul General Goodnow 
have been negotiating with China, in- 
volving the opening 
to 
American 


trade of the ports of Taku-Shan and 
Moukden in Manchuria. 
The latest 


advices are that the treaty is already 
practically lost owing to Russian op- 
position. 
This fact is construed to 


give the United States government 
a direct interest in what is happening 
in Manchuria. 


Baron Sternberg, the German min- 


ister, and Sir Michael Herbert, the 
British ambassador, both called at 
the state department today. It was 
believed that their visits were in 
some degree, connected with the Man- 
churian situation.
